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PREFACE. 


The  following  report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  has  been 
compiled  along  lines  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

It  is  disturbing  to  have  to  record  an  increase  in  the  infant 
mortality  rate.  However,  examination  of  the  main  causes  of  death 
indicates  that  the  majority  were  as  a  result  of  a  congenital  abnormal¬ 
ity  although  in  some  instances  it  was  an  infectious  condition  which 
terminated  life.  It  is  difficult  with  the  small  population  at  our 
disposal  to  draw  firm  conclusions  from  figures  for  one  year.  However 
there  is  little  doubt  that  more  investigation  is  required  imo  the 
occurrence  of  congenital  abnormalities  and  we  must  observe  closely 
the  details  of  infant  deaths  for  the  next  few  years  to  see  whether 
there  is  a  common  factor. 


This  year  we  had  the  first  death  from  diphtheria  since  1947. 
Although  this  would  seem  to  be  an  isolated  incident  it  should  serve 
to  keep  us  on  our  guard  and  not  to  spare  our  efforts  to  improve  the 
immunisation  rate.  The  child  who  died  had  not  been  immunised  but 
his  siblings  had. 

The  progressive  increase  in  deaths  from  tuberculosis  continues 
to  cause  concern  although  close  investigation  of  the  deaths  in  assoc¬ 
iation  with  the  Chest  Physician  has  not  yet  given  a  lead  to  a  special 
source.  We  must  however  observe  that  the  percentage  of  acceptances 
for  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  older  children  is  far  from  satisfactory. 
As  there  is  less  and  less  tuberculosis  of  a  chronic  kind  in  the 
community  we  must  always  have  the  persistent  positive  carriers  who 
will  be  a  source  of  danger  to  the  young  non-immune  adults  who  have 
not  taken  advantage  of  the  B.C.G.  vaccination  scheme. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  show  an  increase  from  23  in 
1961  to  35  this  year.  The  previous  highest  since  1958  being  25. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  a  diminution  in  deaths  from  motor 
vehicle  accidents  from  12  to  5.  It  is  hoped  that  this  trend  will 
continue. 

During  the  past  six  years  the  slum  clearance  programme  has 
progressed  satisfactorily  and  nearly  1,000  houses  have  been  demolished. 
Now  that  the  really  bad  slums  have  gone  it  is  felt  that  the  time  has 
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come  to  re-assess  the  situation.  Unfortunately  full  advantage  has 
not  been  taken  by  landlords  of  the  extended  improvement  grant 
facilities.  In  view  of  this  it  is  felt  that  a  more  constructive  approach 
should  be  taken  to  the  modernising  of  border-line  sub-standard  houses 
which  although  not  unfit  by  definition  at  the  present  time  will  almost 
certainly  require  demolition  by  slum  clearance  procedure  in  the  near 
future  if  not  improved.  It  would  be  of  assistance  if  Statutory  Author¬ 
ity  to  compel  the  provision  in  each  house  of  modern  facilities  with 
bath,  inside  toilet  &c.  were  expedited. 

Our  efforts  to  make  Keighley  a  smokeless  town  took  a  further 
step  forward  during  the  year  when  smoke  control  orders  were  made 
to  come  into  operation  in  July,  1964. 

The  general  practitioner  is  now  regarded  as  the  leader  of  the 
domiciliary  medical  team  which  includes  the  mid-wife,  home  nurse, 
health  visitor  and  home  help.  In  the  past  the  general  practitioner 
has  worked  closely  with  the  midwife  and  the  home  nurse  but  saw 
little  of  the  health  visitor.  Last  year  arrangements  were  made  for  a 
health  visitor  to  work  with  a  general  practitioner,  the  details  of  which 
were  given  in  the  previous  report.  This  arrangement  was  so  successful 
that  it  has  been  extended  widely  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near 
future  all  health  visitors  will  be  working  in  this  way.  We  believe  it 
is  self-evident  that  the  health  visitor  as  a  socio-medical  worker  should, 
by  the  very  nature  of  her  functions,  work  closely  with  the  general 
practitioner  and  we  have  been  seeking  by  trial  and  error  the  best 
way  of  ensuring  a  successful  co-operation. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  on  Neglected  Children  that  a 
constructive  approach  based  on  mutual  agreement  has  been  adopted 
towards  these  families.  It  cannot  be  over-emphasised  however,  that 
despite  all  our  efforts  to  improve  these  families  and  make  them  self- 
supporting,  a  large  proportion  are  definitely  handicapped  persons 
in  the  fuller  sense  of  the  word  and  will  probably  never  be  able  to 
manage  their  affairs  in  the  community  without  support  from  one  or 
other  of  the  agencies  designed  for  this  purpose. 

This  means  that  to  a  large  extent  their  presence  and  problems 
must  be  accepted  while  at  the  same  time,  constant  and  sympathetic 
efforts  are  made  to  help  them.  Housing  problems  continue  to  be  a 
large  part  of  their  difficulties  and  while  it  is  granted  that  present  rents 
bear  a  smaller  proportion  to  the  total  income  of  the  family  than 
pre-war,  it  is  nevertheless  true  that  there  are  now  many  other  calls 
on  a  family  budget  which  are  normally  accepted  as  necessaries  of 
life  as  compared  with  pre-war  years.  This  means  that  many  families 
on  low  incomes  cannot  manage  to  pay  indefinitely  high  rents  of  say 
£2  a  week  or  more  without  their  health  and  that  of  their  children 
suffering  in  consequence.  Again  a  large  number  of  problem  families 
which  come  to  our  notice  have  done  so  because  of  the  irregular  and 
unsatisfactory  work  pattern  of  the  father.  That  this  is  so  is  shown 
by  the  excellent  way  a  family  has  often  managed  when  father  has 
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been  away  from  home  for  one  reason  or  another.  During  these 
periods  the  mother  receives  a  regular  fixed  income  from  the  National 
Assistance  Board  and  in  the  large  majority  cf  cases  has  managed 
extremely  well.  The  system  of  obtaining  a  guaranteed  rent  for  a 
period  from  the  West  Riding  County  Council  has  worked  remarkably 
well  in  the  short  time  it  has  been  in  operation  and  it  has  proved  to 
be  a  useful  adjunct  to  our  efforts  to  maintain  the  family  union.  All 
too  often  eviction  is  the  beginning  of  family  break-up.

Keighley,  which  was  incorporated  as  a  Municipal  Borough  in 
the  year  1882,  then  covered  an  area  of  1,741  acres.  An  extension 
of  the  Borough  in  1895  increased  the  area  to  3,902  acres  and  a 
further  extension  in  1938  increased  the  area  to  its  present  23,611 
acres. 


The  population,  according  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate 
for  mid-year  1962,  was  56,070.

According  to  the  1961  Census  the  population  density  was  only 
2.4  persons  per  acre.  However,  two  of  the  Wards  in  the  Borough, 
Central  and  South,  had  a  population  equal  to  20.3  and  25.2  persons 
per  acre  respectively.  The  total  acreage  of  the  Borough  when  the 
survey  was  taken  was  23,611  and  the  population  55,845,  a  decrease 
of  1099  on  the  figure  of  ten  years  earlier.  The  population  figure 
comprised  25,936  males  and  29,909  females. 

The  density  figure  of  the  Central  and  South  Wards  were  in 
marked  contrast  to  those  of  Oxenhope  and  Oakworth  where  the 
figures  were  only  0.7  and  0.8  people  per  acre  respectively.  The 
figures  for  each  of  the  ten  wards  were  as  follows:

These  figures  are  based  on  a  count  which  is  taken  on  a  certain 
Monday  each  month  and  do  not  include  workers  who  registered  as 
unemployed  during  the  same  week,  but  on  days  other  than  the  stat¬ 
istical  Monday.  The  number  of  these  “Non-Monday”  short-time 
workers  registered  as  unemployed  averaged  67  throughout  the  year 
and  although  they  are  excluded  from  the  monthly  statistics,  they  are 
of  interest  in  considering  the  overall  picture. 

Wholly  Unemployed.  The  number  of  wholly  unemployed  men 
rose  from  208  in  January  to  255  in  May  and  after  a  slight  reduction 
to  233  in  June,  rose  to  298  in  August  with  a  further  increase  in  the 
last  two  months  of  the  year,  the  figures  rising  to  318  in  November 
and  345  in  December,  the  highest  December  total  for  four  years. 
The  number  of  women  registered  as  wholly  unemployed  was  consider¬ 
ably  less  than  the  men,  but  there  was  more  variation  month  by  month 
— the  year  commenced  with  59  women  being  registered  in  January, 
rising  to  100  in  May,  then  falling  during  the  summer  months,  rising 
again  to  the  peak  figure  of  143  in  October  and  falling  again  to  119 
in  December.  Unemployment  amongst  boys  and  girls  remained  low, 
except  for  the  months  of  August  and  September,  when  school  leavers 
were  registered  prior  to  taking  up  employment. 

Temporarily  Stopped.  The  numbers  of  men  and  women  affected 
by  short-time  working  increased  during  1962,  although  there  was 
considerable  variation  from  month  to  month.  The  industries  involved 
were  worsted  spinning  and  manufacturing,  silk  and  rayon,  engineering 
and  foundries,  dyeing  and  finishing,  textile  accessories,  and  a  number 
of  men  from  the  building  trade  whose  employment  was  temporarily 
stopped  due  to  severe  weather. 
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Compared  with  the  two  previous  years,  the  combined  wholly 
unemployed  and  temporarily  stopped  figures  show  a  material  rise  in 
unemployment  during  1962,  and  for  the  year  as  a  whole,  were,  in 
fact,  double  those  of  1961,  which  reflects  a  general  hardening  of  the 
employment  situation.  The  average  rate  of  unemployment  for  men, 
women,  boys  and  girls  was  1.4%  of  the  employed  population  in  the 
area,  as  compared  with  the  regional  rate  of  1.4%  and  the  national 
average  of  2.1!%. 

General  Employment  Position.  The  commencement  of  1962 
showed  signs  of  a  general  deterioration  in  the  employment  situation 
which  became  more  apparent  as  the  year  continued.  Not  only  did 
unemployment  rise,  but  demands  for  labour  declined,  month  by  month, 
following  the  downward  trend  which  had  begun  in  August  of  1961. 
Outstanding  vacancies  for  men  and  women  fell  steadily  from  473 
in  January  1962  to  179  in  December  1962,  the  lowest  level  since 
January  1959,  and  demands  for  boys  and  girls  also  showed  a  marked 
fall.  A  number  of  redundancies,  notably  in  worsted  spinning  and 
manufacturing,  took  place  during  the  year  and  the  general  trend  in 
industry  was  that  of  recruitment  at  a  lower  level  and  the  non¬ 
replacement  of  wastage.  The  year  ended  with  considerable  short-time 
working  in  a  number  of  local  industries,  no  less  than  1,600  men  and 
women  being  unemployed  during  the  whole  of  Christmas  week,  and 
the  prospects  for  1963  indicate  that  short-time  working,  in  both  the 
engineering  and  textile  industries,  is  likely  to  continue.

1.— SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  THE  CORPORATION 

OF  KEIGHLEY* 


National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951. 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  makes  pro¬ 
vision  for  securing  the  necessary  care  and  attention  for  persons  who: — 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or,  being  aged, 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in  insanitary 
conditions;  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention. 

The  Local  Authority  may  on  receipt  of  a  certificate  from  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  authorise  an  application  to  be  made  to  a 
Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to  remove  the  person 
to  a  suitable  hospital  or  other  place  and  his  detention  and  maintenance 
therein  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  months. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment) 
Act,  1951,  the  Local  Authority  can,  where  urgent  removal  is  con¬ 
sidered  necessary,  authorise  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  take 
immediate  action  seeking  an  Order  from  a  Court  of  Summary 
Jurisdiction  to  detain  the  person  in  suitable  premises  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  three  weeks. 

A  number  of  cases  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  each  year;  every  endeavour  is,  however,  made  to  remedy  or 
alleviate  the  circumstances  before  applying  for  a  Court  Order. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  this  legislat¬ 
ion  during  the  year. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Section  50  of  the  above  Act  places  on  the  Local  Authority  a 
duty  to  cause  to  be  buried  or  cremated  the  body  of  any  person  who 
i  has  died  or  been  found  dead  in  the  area,  in  any  case  where  it 
appears  that  no  suitable  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body 
have  been  or  are  being  made. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  above 
section  of  the  Act  during  the  year. 


Mortuary. 

The  arrangements  whereby  bodies  are  accommodated  at  the 
Mortuary  of  Keighley  Victoria  Hospital,  where  proper  refrigeration 
facilities  are  available,  was  continued  on  a  permanent  basis  subject 
to  six  months’  notice  on  either  side  of  termination.  This  arrangement 
has  proved  to  be  satisfactory  in  every  way. 
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Cleansing  Station* 

Because  of  the  lack  of  need  for  disinfestation  during  the  past  few 
years  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  Cleansing  Station  was  found  to  be  out 
of  all  proportion  to  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  there.  Therefore 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  decided  to  close  the  station  and 
make  arrangements  with  nearby  Bradford  for  all  such  disinfesting  to 
be  carried  out  there.  It  is  too  early  to  comment  on  this  new  arrange¬ 
ment,  but  there  is  little  doubt  that  it  will  prove  to  be  satisfactory. 

Laboratory  Service* 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  specimens  for  general  practitioners 
are  carried  out  at  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Bradford  and 
at  the  Department  of  Pathology,  Keighley  Victoria  Hospital.  Doctors 
Smith  and  Stewart,  who  are  in  charge  of  these  laboratories,  have 
kept  us  fully  informed  of  the  results  of  these  investigations  and  we 
are  extremely  grateful  to  them  for  their  willing  and  helpful  co-opera¬ 
tion. 

This  arrangement  is  undoubtedly  most  necessary  in  order  to 
enable  the  officers  of  the  Health  Department  to  investigate  in  the 
very  early  stages  the  outbreak  of  an  infectious  disease  or  food 
poisoning.

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Diphtheria, 

One  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year  which 
unfortunately  was  fatal.  This  was  in  a  little  boy  aged  5J  years. 
The  case  was  a  typical  pharyngo-diphtheria  but  the  membrane 
apparently  spread  down  the  trachea  below  the  tracheotomy  tube 
which  had  been  inserted  during  treatment.  The  organism  was  a 
virulent  type  mitis  and  the  boy  had  not  been  immunised,  his  three 
siblings  had  been.  This  is  the  first  case  of  diphtheria  in  the  Borough 
since  1949,  and  the  first  fatal  case  since  1947. 


Dysentery. 

During  the  year  23  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified,  compared 
with  7  in  the  previous  year. 

Enteric  (Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid)  Fever. 

There  was  one  case  of  Salmonella  typhi  in  a  young  Italian  boy 
aged  8  years.  He  arrived  in  this  country  on  August  4th  and  twelve 
days  later  had  developed  feverishness,  anorexia  and  vomiting.  The 
diagnosis  of  enteric  fever  was  confirmed  by  a  positive  blood  culture 
(Salmonella  typhi  Vi-phage  D  1.).  He  was  given  an  intensive 
course  of  Chloromphenicol  and  Penicillin  and  made  an  uncomplicated 
recovery.  From  the  history  it  was  clear  that  the  boy  had  contracted 
the  disease  in  Italy.  Examination  of  all  his  close  contacts  was 
negative.

Measles.

Poliomyelitis. 

Two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year,  both  non¬ 
paralytic.  The  patients  were  two  sisters,  one  was  aged  2  years  and 
the  other  5  years.  They  made  a  complete  recovery. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  25  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  28  during  1961.  The  disease  continued  to  be  mild. 

Tuberculosis. 

Thirty-one  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year,  of  which  twenty-eight  were  pulmonary  in  type. 

Nine  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year  from  respiratory 
Tuberculosis,  all  males.  There  were  no  deaths  from  other  forms  of 
Tuberculosis.

Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  only  3  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  during  the 
year,  and  none  of  these  proved  fatal. 

Bronchitis. 

During  the  year  under  review  32  males  and  29  females  were 
reported  as  having  died  from  this  condition.  Total  deaths  61,  as 
against  42  in  the  previous  year. 

Influenza. 

There  was  no  influenza  epidemic  in  this  area  during  the  year. 
One  male  died  from  this  condition. 

Pneumonia. 

During  the  year  5  males  and  13  females  died  from  this  condition. 

NEW  CLAIMS  TO  SICKNESS  BENEFIT 

The  total  number  of  new  claims  to  sickness  benefit  compiled 
in  the  local  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National  Insurance 
shows  by  its  fluctuation  some  indication  of  the  general  health  of  the 
population,  particularly  in  the  progress  of  seasonal  complaints  and 
outbreak  of  epidemic  influenza. 

These  figures  are  made  available  by  the  Regional  Controller  of 
the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National  Insurance  through  the  West 
Riding  County  Council. 
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Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 
(Section  22  National  Health  Service  Act  ,  1946). 

Premises.  The  premises  used  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Services  remain  principally  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  and  details 
of  the  various  clinics  provided  within  the  Borough  will  be  found  in 
the  appendix.  The  premises  at  the  end  of  the  year  consisted  of  West- 
gate  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  five  rented  premises,  one  in  the  centre 
and  the  others  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  Borough.  At  least  three  of 
these  premises  are  unsatisfactory  for  the  proper  conduction  of  clinics, 
but  efforts  to  obtain  alternative  accommodation  in  these  areas  have 
proved  unsuccessful. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics.  The  total  number  of  children  brought 
to  clinics  during  the  year  was  2,214,  who,  between  them,  made  14,848 
attendances,  which  is  very  similar  to  the  figures  for  the  previous  year. 
1,132  children  attended  a  clinic  for  the  first  time  during  the  year 
and  were  at  that  time  under  one  year  of  age.  Efforts  to  improve  the 
attendances  of  children  between  the  ages  of  2  and  5  years  have  so  far 
met  with  little  success,  and  our  clinics  continue  to  be  primarily  infant 
feeding  clinics  for  children  during  the  first  year  of  life. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics.  Since  last  year’s  report  considerable  changes 
have  been  carried  out  in  the  arrangements  for  ante-natal  care  in  the 
Borough.  Instead  of  as  formerly  where  the  midwife  carried  out  ante- 
I  natal  examinations  in  the  clinic  separately  from  the  General  Practitioner 
responsible  for  the  case,  arrangements  have  now  been  made  for  the 
midwife  to  attend  at  the  Doctor’s  surgery  so  that  they  can  carry  out 
the  ante-natal  examinations  together,  thus  ensuring  their  close  coll¬ 
aboration.  In  the  remaining  cases  where  this  collaboration  does  not 
obtain,  the  midwife  holds  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  Authority’s 
Westgate  Child  Welfare  Centre  once  weekly.  This  as  meant  the 
disappearance  of  the  Local  Authority  ante-natal  clinics  with  medical 
officer  in  attendance.  The  above  however,  does  not  apply  to  the 
relaxation  classes  which  have  been  held  at  Haworth,  Victoria  Park 
and  Westgate  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  also  at  the  St.  John’s 
Hospital  Maternity  Unit  in  association  with  the  sister  tutor.  The 
relaxation  classes  at  St  John’s  Hospital  Maternity  Unit 
comprise  a  regular  course  of  teaching  shared  between  the 
sister  tutor  at  the  hospital  and  the  responsible  health  visitor. 
During  the  year  168  women  attended  the  Authority’s 
relaxation  classes,  of  whom  143  were  new  cases  and  the  total  number 
of  attendances  made  amounted  to  1,305.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that 
this  change  in  approach  to  ante-natal  work  in  association  with  the 
attachment  of  health  visitors  to  general  practitioners  will  reap  its 
reward  in  due  course. 

Day  Nurseries,  There  is  one  Day  Nursery  in  the  Borough, 
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which  has  accommodation  for  50  children  in  the  0-5  age  group.  A 
priority  scheme  is  in  operation  for  the  admission  of  children  to  this 
nursery,  and  as  a  result  of  this  the  nursery  has  not  been  fully  used 
during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  children  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  was  13  in  the  0-2  age  group  and  22  in  the  2-5 
age  group,  as  compared  with  8  and  23  respectively  in  the  previous 
year. 

Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother  and  her  Child.  Details  of  the 
number  of  cases  dealt  with  during  the  year  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix.  66  cases  of  illegitimacy  were  dealt  with  by  the  department 
during  the  year,  out  of  the  total  of  72  illegitimate  births  which 
occurred  in  the  area.  The  mothers  have  usually  been  accommodated 
in  welfare  homes  either  in  Bradford  or  Leeds,  where  every  effort  is 
made  to  re-habilitate  the  mother  and  ensure  that  the  child  is  either 
kept  by  her  or  disposed  of  in  a  proper  way  by  adoption  or  placement 
in  the  care  of  the  local  authority.  The  illegitimate  live  births  in  the 
town  represented  6.91%  of  the  total  live  births  as  against  5.66%  for 
the  previous  year.  There  were  11  cases  in  the  15  to  19  age  group, 
an  increase  of  4  on  the  previous  year.  There  were  also  24  in  the  20 
to  24  age  group,  18  in  the  25  to  29  age  group  and  13  in  the  30  to 
39  age  group. 

Dental  Treatment  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers.  This  is 
carried  out  by  the  school  dentist  on  the  recommendation  either  of  the 
clinic  medical  officer  or  the  patient’s  private  practitioner. 

Phenylketonuria.  During  the  year  the  health  visitors  continued 
the  urine  testing  for  phenylketonuria  which  was  undertaken  in  order 
to  discover  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  a  condition  in  the  child 
which,  if  neglected,  would  give  rise  to  serious  mental  defect.  One 
positive  result  was  recorded  during  the  year  which  was  not  confirmed 
by  serum  testing  at  the  hospital  laboratory.  It  is  understood  that  the 
number  of  positive  results  now  coming  to  light  throughout  the  country 
would  indicate  a  higher  incidence  than  had  originally  been 
anticipated. 

Screen  Testing  for  Deafness  by  Health  Visitors.  During  the 
year  15  children  were  tested  by  the  health  visitors.  These  children 
were  considered  to  be  at  risk  as  they  had  either  speech  defects  or 
there  was  delayed  or  only  partial  speech  development.  A  few  of  the 
children  tested  had  family  histories  of  deafness.  Two  of  those  tested 
were  referred  to  the  Otologist.  One  child  was  found  to  be  deaf  and 
it  was  thought  that  this  was  due  to  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids 
which  were  subsequently  removed  following  which  the  childs 
condition  improved.  In  the  remaining  case  the  diagnosis  was  not 
confirmed. 

Maternity  Services.  During  the  year  there  was  a  total  of  1,047 
births  assignable  to  the  Borough.  Of  these  1,029  were  live  births 
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and  18  stillbirths.  Details  of  premature  babies  born  in  1962  will  be 
found  in  the  appendix. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery*  (Section  23  National  Health  Service 
Act  1946).  During  the  year  one  midwife  resigned,  and  was  replaced 
by  a  part-time  midwife,  so  that  the  establishment  for  the  year  was 
3  whole  time  midwives  plus  one  part-time.  During  the  year  the 
number  of  domiciliary  births  has  fallen  slightly  to  124  as  against 
133  in  the  previous  year,  thus  following  the  general  trend  of  recent 
years.  There  is  however,  an  increasing  incidence  of  early  discharge 
from  maternity  hospitals  before  the  tenth  day  of  the  pureperium, 
usually  about  the  fifth  day.  These  cases,  of  course,  require  the  services 
of  the  domiciliary  midwife. 

The  emphasis  of  the  midwives  work  is  shifting  from  complete 
domiciliary  maternity  care  to  that  of  follow-up  of  hospital  cases, 
so  that  the  number  of  deliveries  a  midwife  has,  is  not  now 
necessarily  an  accurate  yard  stick  by  which  to  assess  her  work. 
Midwives  have  perhaps  in  the  past  tended  to  be  jealous  of  their 
patients,  and  two  have  derived  their  satisfaction  largely  from  the 
delivery,  but  they  now  realise  the  importance  of  ante-natal  care  and  of 
the  service  that  they  give  to  the  patient  during  the  pueriperium.  Not 
the  least  of  these  services  is  the  teaching  and  guidance  given  to 
young  parents.  It  is  believed  that  the  atmosphere  of  the  home  is  more 
conducive  to  this  than  the  hospital  ward.  As  reported  earlier  the 
midwives  are  now  working  with  the  general  practitioners  where  they 
attend  the  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  surgery  and  accept  certain 
responsibilities  for  the  doctors  patients,  an  arrangement  which  is 
working  extremely  well.  The  ante-natal  clinic  is  now  staffed  by 
midwives  only  who  see  their  own  patients.  The  purpose  of  this  clinic 
in  addition  to  the  9  where  the  general  practitioner  and  midwife  work 
together  is  one  of  ante-natal  care  and  to  provide  a  common  meeting 
ground  for  the  expectant  mother  and  an  opportunity  for  discussion. 

Health  Visiting 

(Section  24  National  Health  Service  Act  1946) 

The  Family  Doctor  and  the  Health  Visitor  *  last  year  we 
reported  that  a  health  visitor  had  been  attached  to  work  with  a 
private  practitioner  in  the  town,  and  a  short  account  was  given  on  the 
working  of  this  scheme.  Early  in  this  year  it  became  clear  that  the 
scheme  merited  an  extension  as  there  were  all  the  hall  marks  of  a 
successful  liaison  being  established.  As  a  result  of  this  decision  to 
extend,  by  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  four  health  visitors  working 
with  eight  general  practitioners.  One  health  visitor  was  attached  to 
a  group  practice  of  four  doctors,  one  to  a  practice  of  two  doctors 
and  two  health  visitors  were  attached  to  single  handed  practitioners. 
In  addition  three  domiciliary  midwives  were  assisting  three  general 
practitioners  with  ante-natal  care  in  their  own  surgeries.  In  each 
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case  after  discussions  with  the  general  practitioners  and  health 
visitor  concerned,  arrangements  were  made  for  her  to  take  on  the 
case  load  of  patients  on  the  list  of  practitioners  who  were  in  the 
under  5  years  and  over  65  years  age  groups.  She  also  maintained 
her  responsibility  for  the  original  schools  in  her  own  geographical 
area  and  also  in  many  instances  carried  on  with  the  case  load  in  the 
area.  The  arrangements  between  the  health  visitor  and  general 
practitioner  are  somewhat  loose  and  she  attends  the  surgery  once  or 
twice  a  week  by  arrangement.  In  addition,  however,  the  general 
pratitioner  refers  to  her,  either  at  that  time  or  by  telephone  any  case 
or  family  which  he  feels  would  benefit  from  her  services.  The  kind 
of  cases  referred  vary  and  it  is  felt  will  vary  more  as  experience 
shows  where  the  health  visitor  can  be  of  most  assistance.  As  will  be 
expected  many  are  concerned  with  guidance  in  feeding  problems  but 
in  addition,  almost  every  kind  of  socio-medical  problem  has  been 
referred  and  especially  cases  where  supervision  and  health  education 
are  required  in  the  home. 

Full  and  complete  routine  visiting  of  all  families  has  for  some 
time  been  difficult  to  maintain,  chiefly  because  of  the  pressure  of 
work  in  other  fields.  Nevertheless  it  is  felt  that  some  routine  visiting 
is  essential  but  more  especially  routine  visiting  in  the  lower  social 
class  groups,  where  more  problems  arise  and  more  assistance  and 
guidance  are  necessary  than  in  the  professional  and  managerial  groups. 
Strange  though  it  may  seem,  there  are  signs  that  in  the  case  of  the 
health  visitor  attached  to  general  practice,  there  is  an  increase  in  the 
routine  work  as  a  direct  result  of  the  close  relationship  which 
automatically  occurs.  Again  it  is  repeated  that  this  would  seem  to  be 
especially  so  in  the  under  5  and  possibly  in  the  under  1  age  group. 
So  we  now  have  a  situation  where  on  the  one  hand  routine  visiting 
has  improved  as  a  direct  result  of  closer  relationship  and  on  the 
other  hand  medico-social  and  care  and  after  care  work  has  also 
increased.  Although  this  may  seem  somewhat  contradictory  it  is 
nevertheless  an  excellent  reflection  on  the  enthusiasm  which  the 
health  visitors  are  bringing  to  the  new  relationship.  It  has  been  found 
in  many  cases  that  references  by  general  practitioners  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  conversation  have  resulted  in  visits  to  households  at  a  time 
of  greatest  need  when  assistance  is  most  required. 

Administratively  there  are  some  disadvantages  to  this  scheme. 
One  stems  from  the  fact  that  a  clear  line  of  demarkation  between 
one  health  visitor’s  work  and  another  has  gone.  In  addition  there  are 
difficulties  in  maintaining  the  close  supervision  of  school  health  work 
especially  of  children  in  the  infants  school  as  was  formally  the  case 
when  the  geographical  area  was  fixed.  It  is  not  thought,  however, 
that  these  are  of  prime  importance  or  are  insuperable.  The  most 
important  point  about  the  scheme  is  that  the  work  appears  to  be 
stimulating  and  satisfying  to  those  who  are  immediately  involved 
in  it.  In  the  past  it  was  thought  that  many  of  the  differences  of 
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opinion  which  have  arisen  as  a  result  of  conflicting  advice  being 
given  to  patients,  were  due  to  the  lack  of  close  liaison  and  relation¬ 
ship  between  the  health  visitor  and  the  general  practitioner.  In  the 
light  of  the  satisfactory  results  which  have  followed  our  efforts  to 
date,  it  would  seem  that  any  administrative  difficulties  are  relatively 
speaking  unimportant  and  it  is  hoped  that  like  most  teething  troubles, 
the  majority  will  disappear.  So  far  as  the  health  visitor’s  case  load 
is  concerned,  in  our  experience  three  general  practitioners  constitute 
a  full  case  load  together  with  school  nursing  and  other  duties. 
However,  it  must  be  emphasised  that  this  estimate  is  based  on  our 
conception  of  case  loads  within  our  present  establishment,  which  is 
inadequate.  At  the  present  time  no  health  visitor  can  fulfil  all  her 
duties  and  the  work  really  consists  of  dealing  with  priorities.  One  of 
the  most  encouraging  aspects  of  this  scheme  has  been  the  obvious 
development  of  mutual  respect  between  general  practitioners  and 
health  visitors  which  has  resulted  in  more  requests  from  practitioners 
in  the  town  for  an  extention  of  the  scheme  to  their  practices. 

Follow  up  of  Patients  Discharged  from  Hospital.  We  have  a 
standing  arrangement  with  the  Hospital  Management  Committee 
that  we  are  notified  of  all  discharges  in  respect  of  geriatric  patients 
and  of  children  up  to  the  age  of  15  years.  In  addition  there  is  the 
closest  co-operation  between  the  almoners  department  of  the  local 
hospitals  and  the  health  visiting  staff.  The  two  departments  are  in 

daily  contact  and  the  two  way  exchange  of  social  information  is 

well  established.  The  attachment  of  health  visitors  to  general 
practitioners  during  the  last  year  has  developed  the  work  of  the  care  and 
after  care  of  patients  discharged  from  hospital  a  great  deal.  It  is 

believed  that  in  many  ways  this  arrangement  is  superior  to  that  of 

attaching  a  health  visitor  to  a  specialist  clinic  since  this  of  necessity, 
must  be  carried  out  by  either  a  specialist  health  visitor  or  one  who 
acts  as  a  liaison  officer  and  there  are,  disadvantages  to  both  of 
these  arrangements.  There  is  however,  room  for  much  experiment 
in  this  type  of  work  and  it  is  possible  that  a  combination  of  these 
methods  will  turn  out  to  be  the  most  satisfactory.  The  tuberculosis 
arrangements  where  the  health  visitor  attached  to  the  general 
practitioner  discusses  with  him  all  aspects  of  this  case  but 
nevertheless  has  access  to  the  chest  physician  for  particular 
information  and  guidance  is  a  case  in  point. 

Home  Nursing 

(Section  25  National  Health  Service  Aiet  1946) 

There  are  6  home  nurses  employed  in  the  Borough  to  attend 
persons  who  require  nursing  in  their  own  home.  This  service  has  been 
well  established  for  many  years  but  there  are  now  indications  of 
changes  occurring  in  the  routine  procedure.  During  the  past  year 
many  cases  have  been  nursed  at  home  under  conditions  which  a 
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short  time  ago  would  clearly  have  indicated  the  need  for  a  hospital 
bed,  and  we  have  now  re-organised  our  services  so  that  a  patient 
living  alone  who  is  doubly  incontinent  can  be  nursed  at  home, 
providing  she  is  supported  by  the  facilities  necessary  for  dealing  with 
incontinence.  For  example  a  laundry  service,  a  home  help  service, 
plus  a  night  nursing  service  where  necessary.  At  the  present  time  our 
facilities  for  dealing  with  the  incontinent  patient  are  confined  to  the 
use  of  disposable  under  pads,  but  we  are  very  hopeful  that  in  the  near 
future  an  incontinent  laundry  service  will  be  introduced.  In  addition, 
where  necessary,  we  are  now  able  to  provide  a  night  nursing  service 
and  we  have  found  the  State  Enrolled  Nurse  a  most  useful  member 
of  the  team  in  this  respect.  Of  the  693  cases  attended  by  the  home 
nurses  during  the  year  474  were  aged  65  or  over  at  the  time  of  the 
first  visit.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  a  large  proportion  of  the 
nurses  time  is  spent  in  caring  for  the  aged  sick  in  their  own  home. 
The  nurses  carried  out  a  total  of  20,847  visits  during  the  year,  and 
in  the  case  of  7,394  of  these  visits  an  injection  was  administered. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 
(Section  26  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946) 

During  the  year  10,933  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations  against 
smallpox  were  performed.  This  large  figure  resulted  from  several 
cases  of  smallpox  occurring  in  a  nearby  County  Borough,  which 
about  the  middle  of  January  produced  a  tremendous  demand  from 
the  public  for  vaccination.  As  a  result  of  this  in  two  days  at  the 
School  Clinic  some  7,000  patients  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox. 
The  remaining  vaccinations  were  carried  out  by  private  practitioners 
in  their  surgeries.  During  this  period  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
concerned  steadfastly  maintained  through  public  announcements  that 
mass  vaccination  was  not  necessary  and  might  in  fact  be  a 
hinderance  to  the  control  of  the  outbreak.  Nevertheless,  the  demand 
continued  and  had  to  be  satisfied  as  long  as  sufficient  vaccine  was 
available. 

The  number  of  children  vaccinated  against  whooping  cough 
during  the  year  was  624.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria  during  the 
year  numbered  667  and  357  received  booster  doses,  usually  prior  to 
commencing  school.  1,589  persons  were  given  a  complete  course  of 
protective  treatment  against  poliomyelities  during  the  year,  using  oral 
vaccine.

Although  one  can  hardly  expect  any  statistical  change  in  12 
months  we  do  not  think  there  is  any  suggestion  here  that  there  has 
been  any  improvement  in  the  position  as  regards  tuberculous 
infection  in  Keighley. 

In  1963  we  hope  to  have  a  fairly  comprehensive  Mass  Radio¬ 
graphy  Survey  with  as  much  publicity  as  possible  and  hope  for  a 
good  response  from  the  public. 

During  1962  both  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  Keighley  were 
closed  which  has  undoubtedly  removed  a  source  of  infection. 

There  are  still  8  cases  in  the  Borough  with  positive  sputa  and 
resistent  organisms.  Fortunately  all  but  one  are  unemployed  and 
unlikely  to  spread  infection.  During  the  year  we  have  not  found  any 
case  of  tubercle  where  infection  could  be  traced  to  any  of  these  cases 
and  in  all  new  cases  where  the  sputum  was  positive,  the  organisms 
were  sensitive  to  the  usual  chemotherapy. 

We  still  try  our  best  to  see  all  the  family  and  works  contacts  and 
in  one  case  during  the  year  we  organised  a  special  Mass  Radiography 
survey  of  works  contacts  with  a  reasonable  response  and  finding  of 
one  case  of  active  tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  we  have  not  had  much  trouble  with  cases 
suitable  for  re-employment  but  this  may  become  more  difficult  in  the 
present  state  of  industry.  We  have  always  found  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  very  helpful. 

We  continue  to  see  all  the  Mantoux  positive  13  year  olds  but 
have  not  during  the  year  found  any  active  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  Those  giving  a  severe  reaction  to  the  Mantoux  test  are 
kept  under  supervision. 

The  problem  is  still  increasing  in  men  of  the  older  age  groups 
but  nevertheless  in  the  last  6  months  we  have  had  8  cases  (male  and 
female)  in  the  13  to  35  age  group;  some  of  them  with  very  extensive 
highly  infective  tubercle. 

Tuberculosis,  Extra  Nourishment.  Extra  Nourishment  in  the 
form  of  liquid  milk  is  provided  free  of  charge  to  tuberculous  patients 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  chest  physician.  During  the  year  199 
orders  were  issued,  each  covering  a  maximum  period  of  two  months. 

B.C,G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis.  Vaccination  of 
contacts  and  school  leavers  was  continued  during  the  year. 
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Health  Education,  (a)  Schools.  The  Health  education 
activities  in  the  school  in  1962,  have  been  encouraging.  The  Health 
Visitors  have  at  one  time  or  another  been  to  most  of  the  schools  in 
the  area  to  give  instruction  on  various  subjects,  ranging  from  the 
Care  of  the  Teeth  to  the  problems  of  Teenagers.  The  most  important 
step  forward,  however,  is  that  there  are  now  three  Health  Visitors 
who  have  a  routine  Health  Education  session  in  schools,  at  which, 
they  are  mainly  concerned  with  the  basic  principles  of  health  and 
include  the  usual  subjects,  teeth,  feet,  personal  hygeine,  diet,  food 
values  etc. 

In  these  sessions  the  Health  Visitor  does  not  give  “talks”  but 
stimulates  learning  by  encouraging  the  children  to  take  an  active  part 
in  a  given  subject.  A  certain  amount  of  information,  naturally  must 
be  presented,  but  we  have  tried  to  place  the  accent  on  the  activities 
of  the  class  rather  than  on  those  of  the  Health  Visitor.  This  method 
of  teaching  by  “class  participation”  is  of  course  well  established  and 
known  to  produce  good  results,  however,  it  cannot  be  easily  applied 
when  the  Health  Visitor  attends  a  school  for  an  isolated  teaching 
session  only,  which  is  one  of  the  main  reasons  why  the  routine 
Health  Education  visit  is  felt  to  be  so  necessary. 

(b)  Smoking  and  Health.  During  1962,  90%  of  all  secondary 
school  children  and  a  good  proportion  of  ten  to  eleven  year  olds 
received  instruction  of  the  facts  and  opinions  relating  to  the  effects 
of  smoking  on  Health. 

In  most  instances  the  teaching  has  been  in  the  form  of  a  film 
followed  by  a  discussion  and  questions.  It  would  seem  to  be 
important  to  try  to  repeat  this  programme  yearly,  since  there  appears 
to  be  evidence  to  suggest  that  some  success  is  obtained  by  applying 
the  Health  Education  on  this  subject  in  small  doses  on  a  “little  and 
often”  basis. 

The  Headmasters  have  shown  great  interest  in  this  work,  and 
if  any  success  has  been  achieved  it  is  due  to  the  joint  efforts  of  the 
teachers  and  Health  Visitors  alike. 

During  the  year  Smoking  and  Health  has  been  the  subject  of 
discussion  in  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  Leaflets  have  been 
distributed  and  posters  displayed  in  the  Public  Library  and  many 
of  the  general  practitioners  have  displayed  posters  in  their  surgeries. 

(c)  Home  Safety.  Activities  intended  to  promote  Home 
Safety  have  been  undertaken  by  the  Health  Department  staff  and 
the  members  of  the  Home  Safety  Committee,  sometimes  in  isolation 
and  sometimes  as  a  joint  effort. 

At  the  Keighley  Gala  in  June  a  float  was  entered  for  the 
procession,  depicting  aspects  of  Home  Safety.  At  the  Agricultural 
Show  in  September  a  marquee  was  hired  and  an  exhibition  staged, 
at  which  the  attendance  was  even  greater  than  the  previous  year,  and 
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a  competition  of  Home  Safety  was  held  for  children  of  all  ages,  which 
was  very  successful;  there  were  approximately  200  entrants. 

Earlier  in  the  year  the  Committee  had  sponsored  a  poster 
competition  for  school  children  but  the  response  was  poor.  However 
since  the  reason  for  this  lack  of  interest  was  felt  to  be  largely  due 
to  our  own  poor  publicity  it  is  intended  to  persevere  in  this  vein  and 
we  hope  there  will  be  better  results  in  the  future. 

Home  Safety  of  course  is  often  the  subject  of  discussion  in  the 
Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  the  schools  programme. 

(d)  Relaxation  and  Mothercraft  Clinics*  This  year  has  seen 
the  commencement  of  a  relaxation  mothercraft  class  at  St.  John’s 
Maternity  Hospital.  The  course  which  lasts  for  12  weeks  is  the 
joint  responsibility  of  the  midwife,  physiotherapist  and  health  visitor. 
The  physiotherapist  has  the  first  half  hour  of  each  session  and  is 
followed  for  six  talks  by  the  midwife  and  the  remainder  by  the 
Health  Visitor. 

The  number  of  mothers  who  have  attended  have  varied  from 
four  to  eight  so  that  the  response  so  far  has  not  been  over  encourag¬ 
ing.  Nevertheless,  only  two  courses  have  as  yet  been  completed  and 
the  trend  of  attendances  is  on  the  increase. 

Convalescent  Home  Treatment*  Arrangements  for  the 
admission  of  certain  patients  to  convalescent  homes  at  reduced  cost 
or  free  of  charge  continued  during  the  year.  These  arrangements  are 
made  on  receipt  of  a  medical  certificate  from  the  patient’s  own  doctor 
and  each  case  is  assessed  in  accordance  with  a  scale  of  charges 
approved  by  the  County  Council. 

Loan  Equipment.  Numerous  items  of  loan  equipment  are  held 
in  store  and  are  available  on  request  from  the  medical  practitioner 
in  charge  of  the  case.  No  charge  is  made  for  the  loan  of  this 
equipment,  but  the  applicants  are  required  to  sign  an  undertaking 
to  return  the  articles  in  good  condition  and  to  pay  for  any  article 
which  is  lost  or  damaged  while  in  their  care.  Referring  to  the 
number  of  old  people  who  are  cared  for  by  the  home  nurses,  it  will 
be  readily  realised  this  service  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  public. 

Children  Neglected  or  Ill-Treated  in  Their  Own  Homes*  The 

membership  of  the  committee  remained  unchanged  and  the  average 
attendance  at  the  meetings  held  during  the  year  was  between  12  and 
13.  Three  meetings  were  held  at  which  two  new  cases,  involving  five 
children,  were  discussed.  This  shows  a  further  decrease  in  the  number 
of  new  cases  being  brought  to  our  attention  and  it  is  hoped  that  we 
are  reaching  the  situation  where  we  are  aware  of  all  the  families  in 
difficulty  in  the  Town  and  are  exerting  some  degree  of  supervision 
over  them.  The  number  of  meetings  was  few  because  of  this  and 
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because  the  problems  requiring  attention  were  mainly  rent  arrears 
which  were  dealt  with  by  the  Health  or  Estate  Departments.  At 
each  meeting,  however,  a  general  description  of  the  rent  arrear 
situation  was  given  as  this  was  one  of  the  most  important  aspects 
of  the  family  problem  presenting  itself  at  the  time. 

The  families  whose  rent  was  guaranteed  by  the  County  Council 
last  year  remained  under  supervision  and  have  so  far  managed  to 
retain  their  houses  as  a  result  of  much  pressure,  have  paid  off  some  of 
their  arrears. 

During  the  year  two  new  families  had  their  rent  guaranteed.  In 
one  the  situation  remained  satisfactory  up  to  the  end  of  the  year.  In 
the  other  which  consisted  of  a  mentally  defective  mother  and  a 
psychopathic  and  defective  father  where  the  children  were  in  care 
there  was  no  response  to  close  supervision.  It  was  felt  that  it  would 
be  impossible  to  recommend  the  rent  be  guaranteed  for  a  further 
period  in  this  case  as  there  was  no  hope  of  the  family  being 
reconstituted. 

Three  Orders  for  possession  were  obtained  during  the  year  by 
the  authority.  Again  investigation  of  the  home  circumstances  of  two  of 
these  families  confirmed  that  the  fathers  were  in  regular  work;  there 
was  no  evidence  of  neglect  and  it  was  felt  that  they  could  and 
should  resolve  their  own  difficulties  without  continuous  assistance 
from  the  department.  Just  before  the  eviction  one  family  went  on 
holiday  to  the  seaside.  The  third  family  was  rehoused  from  a  slum 
area  and  despite  every  effort  on  our  part  only  paid  one  weeks  rent 
for  the  whole  period  they  were  in  occupation.  They  were  evicted  and 
are  again  occupying  a  slum  dwelling  this  time  with  little  hope  of 
being  rehoused  by  the  authority.  This  father  was  a  regular  worker 
receiving  a  good  wage  but  had  obviously  no  idea  of  priorities.  Having 
regard  to  the  fact  that  the  father  was  in  regular  work  and  the  view 
that  they  should  manage,  no  attempt  was  made  to  obtain  a  guarantee 
of  rent  from  the  County  Council.  However,  strong  efforts  were  made 
to  make  these  families  realize  that  if  they  did  not  pay  their  rent  they 
would  lose  possession  of  their  houses. 

A  Court  Order  was  also  obtained  by  a  private  landlord  against 
a  family  who  were  in  arrears  with  their  rental  purchase.  This 
family  consisted  of  a  mother  and  five  children,  she  herself  was  of 
low  mentality  with  poor  physical  health,  including  deafness.  Apart 
from  the  inability  to  pay  the  rental  purchase  she  also  had  difficulty 
in  managing  her  financial  affairs.  Following  the  Court  Order  she 
was  rehoused  by  the  Local  Authority  in  a  Corporation  house  and 
since  that  time  has  paid  her  rent  regularly  and  has  made  many 
improvements.  This  resulted  from  close  co-operation  between  the 
housing  department,  the  national  assistance  board  and  the  health 
department.  The  family  would  now  appear  to  have  a  good  chance  of 
remaining  together  as  a  functioning  unit.  It  is  safe  to  assume  that  had 
this  family  not  been  rehoused  by  the  Authority  and  had  instead  been 
broken  up  there  would  have  been  little  chance  of  them  ever  being 
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reunited  since  the  mother’s  low  mentality  would  not  have  enabled 
her  to  make  the  effort  to  re-establish  a  home. 

We  must  emphasise  the  excellent  liaison  which  exists  between 
the  health  and  housing  departments.  We  have  always  found  them 
reasonable  in  granting  time  to  families  who  are  in  arrears  with  their 
rent  and  they  have  taken  a  most  enlightened  view  of  their  function. 
The  National  Assistance  Board  is  also  constantly  in  the  picture  and 
have  many  families  where  they  ensure  that  the  rent  is  paid  before 
any  further  money  is  given  to  the  family  where  there  is  any  doubt 
whatever  of  its  proper  disposal.  It  is  thought  that  this  is  an  extremely 
important  factor  in  maintaining  people  who  are  on  regular  assistance 
in  their  homes.  The  old  problem  of  the  irregular  work  pattern  of  the 
father  is  still  the  main  factor  in  causing  difficulties  not  only  with 
rent  arrears  but  in  the  formation  of  other  kinds  of  debts  which  cause 
trouble  and  unhappiness  in  the  households.  The  situation,  however, 
of  the  good  regular  worker  on  a  low  wage  with  a  large  family  must 
not  be  forgotten. 

Chiropody  Treatment.  The  free  chiropody  treatment  which 
began  in  1961  was  continued  throughout  the  year  with  the  Keighley 
Old  Peoples  Welfare  Committee  being  responsible  for  its  administ¬ 
ration.  During  the  year  a  total  of  9.439  treatments  on  old  people  and 
physically  handicapped  were  carried  out  by  the  chiropodists  working 
in  the  scheme.  These  were  carried  out  on  2,245  patients.  It  will  be 
seen  that  this  averages  roughly  about  three  treatments  per  year  as 
against  the  six  maximum  approved  by  the  County  Council’s  Scheme. 
It  is  clear  that  the  tremendous  demand  for  treatment  is  again 
indicative  of  the  satisfaction  which  many  old  people  must  feel  at 
having  the  callouses  and  corns  removed  from  their  feet  at  a  time 
when  progress  is  becoming  more  difficult  for  other  reasons.  Many 
have  remarked  with  pleasure  the  lightness  of  feet  that  they  felt 
after  receiving  treatment.  However  during  the  year  the  demand  was 
so  high  that  towards  the  end  of  the  financial  year  it  was  necessary 
to  curtail  the  sendee  in  order  to  keep  within  the  prescribed  budget 
allocation. 

Domestic  Help 

(Section  29,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946) 

The  Domestic  Help  Service  continued  to  render  assistance  to 
people  in  their  own  homes  who  were  either  sick  or  so  sick  and  frail 
as  to  be  unable  to  carry  out  the  necessary  cleaning  and  cooking.  The 
staff  employed  consisted  of  the  equivalent  of  34  full-time  home  helps, 
who  in  all  attended  a  total  of  577  cases.  The  demand  for  this  work 
continues  to  increase.  The  75,921  hours  employed  showed  an  increase 
of  13,080  over  last  year’s  figure  of  62,841.  This  work  is  also 
important  in  that  it  tends  to  diminish  the  strain  on  the  chronic  sick 
hospitals  both  by  avoiding  admissions  and  by  making  possible  earlier 
discharges  than  would  normally  be  the  case  if  no  assistance  was 
available.  Further  details  of  the  work  done  will  be  found  in  the 
appendix. 
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Mental  Health  Service 

(Section  28  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946) 

As  reported  last  year  the  volume  of  work  has  continued  to 
increase,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  fact  that  during  the  year  272  cases 
were  referred  to  the  Local  Authority  for  action  as  compared  with 
178  in  the  previous  year.  In  all  of  these  cases  every  assistance  was 
given  to  the  patient  to  help  them  to  obtain  the  full  benefit  of  the 
expert  medical  treatment  available  and  to  assist  as  far  as  possible 
with  their  re-habilitation.  There  has  been  a  continuation  of  the 
excellent  liaison  which  exists  between  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and 
the  Hospital  Consultant  Psychiatrists.  Apart  from  the  problem  of 
helping  psychotic  patients,  much  time  was  also  spent  in  the  super¬ 
vision  and  assisting  of  the  mentally  subnormal  persons  who  are 
living  in  the  community.  This  work  is  extremely  time  consuming  and 
it  is  doubtful  whether  many  of  these  patients  can  ever  be  really  left 
without  some  kind  of  supervision  although  as  it  will  be  understood 
under  the  present  set  up,  this  must  essentially  be  voluntary. 

Statistical  details  of  the  work  undertaken  will  be  found  in 
tabular  form  in  the  appendix. 


Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons 
(National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  29  and  30), 

Although  this  is  a  new  service  to  the  department  only  having 
been  recently  taken  over  as  a  result  of  delegation,  considerable 
assistance  has  already  been  rendered  to  handicapped  persons  in  the 
town.  A  certain  amount  of  money  has  been  spent  in  adapting  some 
corporation  houses  so  that  handicapped  persons  may  more  easily 
manoeuvre  themselves  not  only  from  room  to  room  but  also  from 
their  house  to  the  outside  world.  The  housing  department  are  aware 
of  the  existence  of  the  specially  designed  houses  so  that  if  it  were 
ever  necessary  to  re-let  them  every  consideration  would  be  given  to 
re-housing  some  other  handicapped  person  there.  This,  of  course, 
cannot  apply  where  work  is  carried  out  on  private  property,  but  in 
the  main  the  greater  part  of  this  work  has  been  done  in  corporation 
houses. 

In  the  appendix  will  be  found  details  of  blind  and  partially 
sighted  persons  living  in  the  Borough. 

Nursery  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act. 

The  Day  Nursery,  Granby  Lane,  Riddlesden,  is  registered  by 
the  Authority  under  the  above  Act,  and  provides  accommodation  for 
45  children  -  6  in  the  18  months  to  2  year  age  group  and  39  in  the 
2  to  5  year  age  group. 


Development  of  Local  Authority  Health  and  Welfare  Services. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2/62  required  Local  Authorities 
concerned  with  the  administration  of  Health  and  Welfare  Services 
to  review  their  services  and  to  prepare  a  Development  Plan  of  the 
next  10  years. 

The  plan  which  was  to  be  prepared  in  detail  for  the  first  5 
years  had  to  include  a  list  of  capital  projects,  an  estimate  of  staff 
requirements  and  a  forecast  of  revenue  expenditure.  Provision  was 
also  made  for  the  plan  to  be  revised  annually. 

Keighley  as  a  delegated  Health  and  Welfare  Authority  was 
required  to  produce  its  plan  and  forward  it  to  the  County  Council 
for  consideration.  In  consequence  a  detailed  development  plan  was 
presented  to  the  Health  Committee  and  eventually  forwarded  to  the 
West  Riding  County  Council.  In  the  plan  it  was  suggested  that  while 
it  was  not  thought  the  proposition  for  Health  Centres  would  be  very 
favourably  entertained  by  the  majority  of  practitioners  in  the  town 
there  was  definitely  a  need  for  new  purpose  built  clinics.  Although  we 
are  carrying  out  a  large  amount  of  Health  Education  activities  in 
the  existing  clinic  premises  only  one  clinic  in  the  town  can  really  be 
considered  as  being  remotely  satisfactory  for  this  purpose.  With  this 
exception  there  is  no  purpose  built  clinic  in  the  town.  The  church 
halls  and  institutes  which  are  used  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town 
are  perhaps  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  small  numbers  who  attend. 
It  was  thought,  however,  that  consideration  should  be  given  to  the 
erection  of  two  new  purpose  built  clinics.  Where  to  site  these  clinics 
would  depend  on  the  number  and  type  of  houses  in  a  particular  locality 
and  its  geographical  situation  in  relation  to  the  rest  of  the  Borough. 

Most  of  the  developments  in  connection  with  the  other  Sections 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  went  towards  a  general  increase 
in  establishment.  In  regard  to  Mental  Health  we  were  still  feeling 
the  impact  of  the  1959  Act  and  much  consideration  will  be  required 
for  the  provision  of  training  centres,  residential  accommodation, 
social  centres  for  the  mentally  disordered  etc.  If,  however,  the  shift 
of  emphasis  from  hospital  to  voluntary  care  continues  there  is  little 
doubt  that  more  staff  will  be  required  for  this  work.  As  part  of  this 
it  was  also  recommended  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  day  centre  in  Keighley  for  the  mentally  disordered  and 
especially  for  those  in  a  psycho-geriatric  group.  Such  a  centre  would 
undoubtedly  relieve  much  of  the  strain  on  the  relatives  who  are 
caring  for  these  people  and  might  perhaps  defer  almost  indefinitely 
their  admission  to  hospital.

HOUSING, 


Slum  Clearance, 

During  the  year  a  total  number  of  8  houses  which  had  previously 
been  represented  as  unfit  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister,  and  one 
Clearance  Order  comprising  210  houses  was  made  and  was  awaiting 
inquiry  at  the  end  of  the  year.  2  individual  houses  were  dealt  with 
by  demolition  or  closing  orders,  dependent  on  the  circumstances.  At 
a  joint  meeting  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committees  it  was  agreed 
that  as  far  as  practicable  the  Health  Committee  would  limit  the 
number  of  houses  represented  as  unfit  to  200  per  annum  and  that  the 
Housing  Committee  on  their  part  would  allocate  two-thirds  of  the 
available  houses,  i.e.,  200,  to  re-housing  persons  from  Clearance 
Areas.  It  was  hoped  in  this  way  to  maintain  a  proper  balance 
between  demolition  and  re-building.  The  table  in  the  appendix  shows 
details  of  Clearance  Areas  dealt  with  since  1957. 

191  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year  by  private  enterprise 
and  381  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Housing  Improvement  Grants, 

Since  the  delegation  of  financial  grant  powers  to  the  local 
authorities  there  is  evidence  of  increasing  use  of  the  benefits  of  the 
Housing  Acts  1941,  1954,  1961,  and  Housing  (Financial  Provisions) 
Act,  1958,  as  amended  by  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959. 

230  applications  for  improvement  grants  were  approved  and 
246  completed,  as  compared  with  272  and  249  in  the  previous  year. 
Total  grants  awarded  amounted  to  £29,662. 

Corporation  rehousing. 

During  the  year  as  a  result  of  medical  certificates  submitted  by 
General  Practitioners  in  support  of  housing  applicants  five  cases 
were  recommended  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  urgent  re¬ 
housing  on  medical  grounds.  Before  the  end  of  the  year  four  of 
these  families  had  been  rehoused. 

Rent  Act,  1957, 

During  the  year  no  applications  were  received  for  a  certificate 
of  disrepair. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  appeal  against  the  refusal  of  the  Authority  to  re-license  the 
Leeds  Street  Lodging  House  was  heard  in  the  Court  of  Summary 
Jurisdiction  and  the  decision  of  the  Authority  upheld. 
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A  combined  effort  between  the  Welfare  Department,  National 
Assistance  Board  and  the  Health  Department  ensured  that  those 
elderly  persons  regularly  resident  in  the  Common  Lodging  House 
were  given  every  assistance  in  obtaining  alternative  accommodation. 

Shortly  after  this  the  Keeper  decided  to  close  the  other  and 
larger  Lodging  House  which  again  put  a  severe  strain  on  the  above 
Departments.  As  a  result  9  persons  were  admitted  to  Part  III 
Accommodation  in  different  parts  of  the  County  and  other  members 
who  were  mostly  itinerants  and  in  a  younger  age  group  made  their 
own  arrangements  or  moved  on  according  to  the  circumstances. 


Site  for  Moveable  Dwellings. 

Two  sites  for  moveable  dwellings  are  licensed  subject  to  the 
sanitary  conditions  being  brought  up  to  the  standard  specified  in  the 
licences.  There  are  twelve  other  sites  licensed  and  in  course  of 
progressive  improvement  in  accordance  with  model  regulations  of  the 
Ministry.  Two  other  substantial  sites  are  in  course  of  preparation, 
having  received  Town  Planning  and  Local  Authority  provisional 
approval.

Inspections  were  made  regarding  sanitary  and  refuse  accom¬ 
modation,  in  connection  with  which  the  following  improvements 
were  effected. 

34  Waste  Water  Closets  converted  to  Water  Closets. 

572  Water  Closets  were  provided  in  connection  with  new  houses. 

51  Pail  Tub  Closets  were  converted  to  Water  Closets. 

Mainly  due  to  the  provision  of  towns  water  and  sewers  in  the 
Stanbury  and  Laycock  areas  the  number  of  pail  closets  was  reduced 
to  300,  of  which  50  are  capable  of  conversion,  and  are  being  dealt  with 
under  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  The  remaining 
250  are  at  farms  and  houses  remotely  situated  relative  to  towns  water 
and  public  sewers.  Some  50  farms  have  voluntarily,  and  mainly 
with  grant  aid,  converted  by  use  of  the  septic  tank  system.  There  is 
a  hard  core  of  some  200  pail  closets  at  premises  where  no  statutory 
compulsion  can  be  applied. 
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Notices  Served  and  Complied  With. 

Details  of  the  Notices  Served,  both  Formal  and  Informal,  will 
be  found  in  the  appendix. 

Hygiene  in  Factories. 

The  Council  are  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  the  sanitary 
accommodation  in  all  factories  under  the  provision  of  the  Factories 
Act,  1937. 

There  has  been  a  very  marked  improvement  generally  in  the 
welfare  provisions  at  factories  and  workshops  in  the  past  10  years. 

Information  in  respect  of  the  Inspection  of  Factories,  together 
with  details  found,  are  shown  in  the  appendix. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

Three  tanners  and  leather  dressers  are  of  such  long  standing 
as  to  be  outside  the  powers  of  period  licensing.  One  other  similar 
trade  was  given  a  30  years’  period  licence  subsequent  to  extension 
of  premises  involving  heavy  capital  expenditure. 

A  long  established  fat  refiner,  bone  boilers,  etc.,  business  was 
also  made  the  subject  of  long  period  licensing  (20  years),  following 
extension  of  his  premises. 

The  tripe  boilers,  maggot  breeders  and  rag  and  bone  dealers 
are  on  annual  licence. 

There  are  bye-laws  controlling  the  hygienic  conduct  of  all  the 
above  offensive  trades. 

There  are  10  established  trades  in  the  Borough,  comprising 
4  Tanner  and  Leather  Dressers,  2  Tripe  Boilers,  1  Bone  Boiler  and 
Fat  Refiner,  1  Maggot  Breeder  and  2  Rag  and  Bone  Dealers. 


RODENT  CONTROL, 

The  following  tables  give  the  administrative  and  operative  action 
taken  during  the  year. 

The  post  of  Rodent  Operator  is  combined  with  that  of  Driver 
Disinfector. 

176  investigations  were  carried  out. 

The  following  shows  the  work  done  by  the  rodent  operative, 
(a)  Private  Premises.

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(b)  Corporation  Sewers. 

Sewers  throughout  the  whole  Borough  were  again  treated  during 
February  for  the  elimination  of  rats.  “Warfarin”  was  used  as  bait, 
together  with  oil,  sugar  and  bait  preservative. 

A  second  treatment  was  carried  out  in  July  by  a  private  contractor, 
using  Sodium  Fluoracetate.  As  this  was  the  first  treatment  by  the 
later  method  it  is  difficult  to  assess  which  method  will  be  the  most 
successful. 

Premises  such  as  refuse  tips,  sewage  works,  abattoirs,  trunk  and 
subsidiary  sewers  and  other  premises  have  been  frequently  treated 
during  the  year. 

The  Local  Authority  have  powers  of  enforcement  of  rodent 
destruction  in  industrial  and  commercial  premises. 

Many  firms  of  specialists  in  this  work  are  in  existence  whose 
services  are  readily  engaged  by  industrialists. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT 

The  Highfield  Smoke  Control  Order,  comprising  2639  private 
households,  53  commercial,  81  other  premises  and  39  industrial 
premises  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  June,  1962.  Apart  from  a 
few  early  teething  troubles  it  is  believed  that  the  Order  came  into 
operation  smoothly  and  was  well  received  by  the  residents  in  the 
area.  As  might  be  expected  there  were  some  initial  difficulties  in  the 
supply  of  smokeless  fuels  but  it  is  hoped  that  as  time  goes  on  both 
the  residents  and  the  Coal  and  Coke  Merchants  will  solve  these 
difficulties. 

During  1962  a  further  two  Smoke  Control  Orders  were  made 
consisting  of  2127  domestic  and  75  commercial  and  other  premises 
and  industrial  premises.  Both  these  areas  were  approved  by  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  the  Orders  for 
Smoke  Control  Area  No.  2  (Braithwaite)  and  Exley  Head,  Fell 
Lane  No.  3  Smoke  Control  Area  will  come  into  operation  1st  July, 
1964. 

During  the  year  publicity  was  also  carried  out  in  an  effort  to 
diminish  the  amount  of  cigarette  smoking  among  the  community. 
However,  as  might  be  expected  the  main  efforts  were  made  towards 
children  and  young  persons  in  the  schools. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS,  1960. 

The  year  under  review  saw  a  further  expansion  in  the  practice 
of  self  service  in  food  shops.  This  means  a  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  open  food  found  in  the  shops  and  thus  less  possibility  of  contamina¬ 
tion. 
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The  Public  Health  Inspector  made  frequent  inspections  of  all 
food  handling  premises  and  a  gradual  improvement  was  noted;  the 
absence  of  any  food  poisoning  outbreaks  is  an  indication  of  the  careful 
handling  and  conservation  of  the  food  prior  to  sale  to  the  public. 

A  survey  of  the  bakehouses  was  commenced  during  the  year 
with  especial  regard  to  basement  bakehouses,  licensing  of  which  comes 
under  review  during  1963. 

Bakehouses, 

There  are  55  bakehouses  in  the  district,  of  which  5  are  basement 
bakehouses  licensed  under  the  Factories  Act,  1937. 

Food  and  Drugs, 

Details  of  the  classes  of  food  which  were  submitted  by  the 
Inspectors  to  the  Public  Analyst  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

Milk  Supply, 

In  the  Borough  dealers’  licences  have  been  issued  as  follows:—

The  daily  consumption  of  bottled  milk  was  of  good  quality  and 
of  a  high  standard  of  bacteriological  cleanliness. 

During  the  year  a  case  of  brucellosis  in  a  male  adult  was  reported 
to  the  Department  and  following  investigations  a  notice  under  Regula¬ 
tion  20  was  served  on  the  farmer  whose  milk  was  thought  to  be  the 
probable  cause  of  infection.  The  patient,  himself  a  farmer,  recovered 
after  an  illness  of  several  weeks  duration  and  the  Regulation  20  notice 
was  withdrawn  after  a  period  of  two  months. 

During  the  year  six  farms  came  under  investigation  as  a  result 
of  positive  ring  or  culture  tests  for  the  presence  of  brucellosis  in  their 
farm  bottled  milk.  In  one  case,  as  has  been  said,  notice  was  served; 
in  another  the  farmer  agreed  voluntarily  to  have  his  milk  pasteurised 
until  his  herd  was  shown  to  be  free  from  infection.  In  the  other 
cases  no  specific  animals  were  implicated  following  individual  tests. 
As  they  were  flying  herds  it  is  possible  that  the  cows  causing  the 
early  infections  had  been  sold.  These  farms  were  followed  up  until 
we  were  satisfied  that  they  were  not  a  possible  source  of  infection. 
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MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 


Slaughterhouse  Standards. 

In  accordance  with  the  Council’s  Statutory  Report  on  local 
slaughterhouse  facilities  the  four  such  premises  are  now  approaching 
completion  of  modernising  works  to  comply  with  the  Ministry’s 
construction  standards,  the  Slaughterhouse  Hygiene  and  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  Regulations. 

Of  particular  interest  is  the  high  standard  of  amenity  being 
provided  at  the  Public  Abattoir  incorporating  additional  lairages  for 
all  animals,  clean  and  humane  slaughter  and  dressing  of  sheep,  im¬ 
proved  mechanical  stunning  and  bleeding  of  beasts,  extension  of 
slaughterhall  hanging  by  provision  of  a  wide  clean  pre-cooling  passage 
where  inspection,  splitting  and  shower  spraying  is  affected  prior  to 
carcasses  being  twin  bar  runnered  into  air  conditioned  34° — 38°  F 
chambers.  Other  improvements  include  the  provision  of  a  mechanical 
hog  master  pig  scraper  with  adequate  apron  table  surfaces  and  winches 
for  evisceration  and  sectioning  of  carcasses  and  finally  spraying  prior 
to  transfer  to  air  conditioned  cooling  halls. 

At  the  cattle  reception  site  a  large  concrete  hosing  and  turning 
area  has  been  provided  with  commodious  holding  pens  giving  quick, 
convenient  and  fool  proof  access  to  indoor  resting  lairages  or  outdoor 
pastures  where  adequate  watering  and  feeding  facilities  exist. 

Immediately  adjoining  the  cooling  halls  and  communicating 
therewith  is  the  carcass  meat  viewing  hall  with  traders’  offices,  auto¬ 
matic  weigh  scales  and  private  individual  traders’  refrigerators. 
Lighting  intensities  throughout  the  premises  have  been  carefully 
computed  to  comply  with  the  Regulations  and  the  Factories  Acts. 

Canteen,  personal  lockers  and  sanitary  accommodation  incorporat¬ 
ing  shower  bath  facilities  have  been  provided  for  slaughtermen. 

Completion  of  the  works,  estimated  at  £104,000,  is  anticipated 
by  October  1st,  1963,  although  the  labour  position  and  equipment 
shortage  may  operate  against  this  objective. 

The  disposal  of  contaminated  meat  is  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  The  Meat  (Staining)  Sterilization  Regulations,  1960. 

During  the  year  weekly  samples  of  liver,  spleen  and  kidney  from 
pigs,  calves  and  cattle  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
investigation  as  to  the  presence  of  salmonellae.  In  no  instances  were 
salmonellae  isolated  so  that  although  perhaps  our  samples  are  insuffic¬ 
ient  to  make  us  feel  absolutely  secure  in  the  knowledge  that  our 
meat  is  free  from  infection  we  have  some  grounds  for  this  belief. 
In  addition  the  practise  of  laying  sewer  swabs  at  the  abbattoir  was 
continued.  Again  no  salmonellae  or  other  pathogenic  organisms  were 
isolated.  As  mentioned  in  previous  reports  we  are  firmly  of  the 
opinion  that  this  freedom  from  infection  may  well  be  attributed  to 
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the  short  time  which  the  pigs  are  allowed  to  wait  in  the  lairages 
before  slaughter  preventing  a  build  up  of  infection  should  any  be 
present  and  also  to  the  great  care  taken  by  the  staff  in  cleaning 
the  premises. 

In  a  further  effort  to  check  on  the  general  hygenic  condition  of 
the  meat  numerous  samples  of  sausage  meat,  pork  pie  filling  and 
sausage  roll,  were  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  examination,  again 
with  negative  results.  The  few  samples  of  frozen  egg  which  were 
examined  also  failed  to  reveal  salmonellae.  It  is  not  thought,  however, 
that  this  article  is  in  great  use  in  the  Town  (See  Appendixes). 

Shop  Acts,  1912-1950. 

These  Acts  deal  with  closing  hours  of  retail  shops,  half-day 
closing  orders,  hours  of  employment  of  young  persons  and  meal  hours 
of  shop  assistants  and  Sunday  trading  restrictions. 

Supervision  is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  statutory  duties 
laid  on  Local  Authorities  by  the  Act  of  1950. 

These  provisions  aim  at  the  control  of  temperature,  ventilation 
and  lighting  in  shops,  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitation,  and  washing 
and  meal  taking  facilities. 

Notwithstanding  the  vague  phrasing  of  most  of  this  legislation 
every  substantial  food  shop,  store  and  warehouse  in  the  town  now 
has  reasonable  facilities  for  promoting  cleanliness  of  premises  and 
personnel. 

There  are  817  shops  or  premises  carrying  on  retail  business 
under  the  purview  of  these  acts. 

During  the  year  306  visits  were  made  by  the  Inspectors  to  shops 
of  all  descriptions  in  the  town. 

DISEASE  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

The  summary  of  action  taken  by  all  officers,  including  the 
Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  is  as  follows: — 

Anthrax  Order,  1938. 

In  1962  there  was  one  suspected  case  of  Anthrax,  which  was 
not  confirmed.
